The stu- 
dent who fails to a,vail himself of this opportunity of hearing the 
leading debaters of both universities, is indeed missing a "Champion- 
ship fixture."

To the Editor, "McQill Dally." 
Dear. Sir,— 
May I aak for apace éi your 
valued, paper to anawer the chargea 
and insinuations made in a letter of 
yesfciday'e insue of the "Dally" by 
cnc who.ploaacd to aign himBclf is 
Anxious." 

There seems .to bo some iapprehen- 
sion as to whom "Anxioua" la. It 
scorns difficult to understand that it 
could come from an individual who 
was present when the constitution 
waa ratified, aa it would certainly 
show a. marked disposition of dis- 
loyalty both to the student body and 
to the inatilutioa with which ho is 
associated. On the other hand, it is 
extremely difficult to think any one 
not in some way associated with the 
Soqioty could have possibly portrayed 
so much knowledge aa to detail, 
which, e>'cn in this respect. I ,am 
sorry to say, he haa isadly perverted. 

Ah your correspondent intimate?, 
for many years the students of tho 
Co-operating Tbeological Colleges 
seemed to have lived in complete iso- 
lation, taking very little interest in 
undergraduate activities. I can well 
remember an editorial during ray un- 
dergraduate days bringing this matter 
very forcibly to the forefront. This 
attitude, indeed, was to be regretted, 
and was, no doubt, far more keenly 
felt by the Arts Tboologs, w|io en- 
deavoured to the best of th'çir ability 
to take their full share of responsl- 
bilitios. 

As the Arts Thcologs . Joined the 
Alumni they still had to heart the 
activities of their Alma Mater, and 
they still remembered the stigma 
resting on tho theologs. As members 
of the Alumni, and at the aame time 
undergraduates in theolog>', some 
have desired to see tho theologs aa a 
body develop to break down tho 
barriers of isolation which exiaied 
between the respective Colleges and 
McGill. In order to develop the 
College spirit of McGill among tho 
body of theologs it is neeeasary to 
have banded together all those who 
are pursuing a couriie of study fOr 
the purpose of ultimately entering 
the ministry, in order that we as 
body may best détermine how wc may 
servo and participate in the affairs 
of the UniverBity. Where there is 
unity there Is strength. 

In some of our Canadian and Eng- 
lish Universities, I understand, this 
has worked very BnccesBfullJ, and the 
tboological atudenta- connected with 
those Universities have, through their 
organisations materially asétsted in 
promoting College spirit, concerniftg 
which we read so much in the 
•Daily" last year. The tboological 
students are attempting to do this. 
Now that they are " out of their 
shell." they have no desire to return. 
The Theological Undergraduate 
Society, therefore, has for one ot its 
chief aims the continual breaking 
down of the- harrier of isolation— to 
make the affiliation to the University 
soinething more concrete, and, to re- 
peat, to promote to the fullest extent 
the participation of tho theological 
undergraduates in and about the Uni- 
versity. I hope I have ahown that 
the Theological Undergraduate 
Society does not Intend to put the 
theologs "into greater seclusion than 
over." but rather to inculcate a spirit 
of increased activity more iso than at 
present. 

So much for the first objection 
now as to memberEblp. Here, once 
more, I think, the Society was not 
shown in its true perspective, 
Generally speaking, wo may divide 
the theological body into three main 
divisions, or classca. In tho first we 
may include all those who are taking 
the prescribed tbeological course

icrmed theologs. ThooloRs, in tbe 
!:eiise that they are pursuing a course 
preparatory to their ordination. Tha 
primary object of their education la 
for theological preparation, and 
FtiidentR pursuing such a courre are 
railed by tho student body of McGill 
a-s theologs. 

• The Society is pleased to ejiil the 
first class undergraduates, since they 
are termed such by the Faculty of 
Theology of the Co-operattnir 
Colleges ; and for its reason that tbe 
Students' Council of McGill have 
rt'coKnlïcd their positions, and tipon 
\\r payment of tho universal fee 
have extended to thorn tho full privil- 
eges of tbe undergraduate body. As 
to the second class, that is, of men 
registered in tho University, their 
status as undergraduates ir obvious. 
Relative to the third class, the raa- 
triculantn, their poaition is made 
clear by the constitution, which 
clearly states that they may become 
associate members. As such they 
caimot hold any office in the Society, 
nor can they vote on any matter or 
question pertaining to our relation 
with the Univoraity. 

With reference to the ' finaacea, 
your correspondent would imply that 
the Society would request the "ou- 
Ihoiitiee" — whoever they may mean 
to refund one dollar for every 
member who has paid bia universal 
fee to the College. No definite policy 
has been formulated in this respect : 
and it is tbe height of presumption to 
assume as fact something which has 
not been seriously taken up nor dis- 
cussed by the executive. Many of 
us fully realize that the sq-callcd 
dollar fee vc^uld not be forthcpmtng 
from" every member who has paid 
ihls universal feo to the College." 

Turning our attention to the re- 
mark that the "Association would 
tend to disintegrate the spirit of Mc- 
Gill." a word or two would suffice in 
this matter when I say tbe constitu- 
tion clearly states that one of Its 
chief aims is to foster the College 
spirit of our members at McQill. 

In spite of the many calls made by 
theologs registered ii^ the UDlverelty 
to carry on the affairs of their own 
rcspectivd Colleges, they have also 
supported their University Faculty. 
If wo caro to look back wo will find 
that theologs who were foremost in 
the affairs of their own College were 
to the forefront also In University 
activities. Tbo theologs are loyal 
and intend to r9malo loyal to tbelr 
University. 

In closing, I would like to draw 
your correspond«nt^a attention to the 
fact that three out of the four officers 
elected aro gradwates of McGill 
When "Anxious" suggests that the 
Theological Undergradiiate Society 
will disintegrate the spirit of McGlU 
he IS certainly casting reflection on 
those men. Surely McGill has not 
lost her confidence In her sons to use 
their Influence and to seijo every op- 
portunity they have to bring together 
more closely alt those who are in any 
way connected with tho University.
